It is of the most mas- 
siv. construction throughout evidently 
ntciidcd to withstand any strain 
that may he put upon it. No obstacle 
tver hinder* its progress.

After the sewage passes through the 
septic basin it is conducted into the 
filiration chamber, whose purpose ic 
to filler the efftuen: to tlte extent of 
reducing the organic life that might lie 
left in Hie replication chamber. The 
last olnrifylng and purifying is effect¬ 
ed by means of charcoal screenings 
which are placed in layers of 44 in¬ 
ches thick, in alternate layers, coarse 
and fine, well rammed down through 
which the water from the septifying 
chamber must pass to reach the out¬ 
let. 

After the treatment of the sewage 
in this system in the manner describ¬ 
ed, Ihc effluent is th n fit to run or 
drain off into any branch or stream 
without in any way injuiiug or depre¬ 
ciating its value for use in llic same 
manner as heretofore described. 

The whole system of sewage dis¬ 
posal. as well as the paving, electric 
lighting and water works is under ihc 
competent management of Special 
Engineer AA’illiur A Ginn, assisted by 
a corp of vigilant inspclors. The city 
may lie sure that under Mr. Ginn's 
supervision It will get full value for 
its money in every instance.

FOOD QUESTION IS FIRST 

Nation Needs An Agricultural Army 
to Support Fighters 

The food situation it cri.icsl. The 
nation has at great an interest in the 
production of a monster food crop In 
1917 as it has In the enlistment of a 
large army and navy, It will play at 
large a part in our national defense, 
says ihe University of Florida extern 
lion division. 

An estimate by the United Slates 
Department of Agriculture announced 
recently shows how critical the condi- 
tionls und how much a maximum crop 
means tc. the citiiens at war as well 
as the ones who remain at home. 

The coming wheat crop it estimated 
a. only 4314 million bushels, as against 
484 million Imthela last year and 674 
million bushels in lots. This is true 
ill spite of the fact that the acreage 
ha. been greater only once In the 
country’, hi.lory Of count-, ihe re¬ 
serve is small, 

Frozen2 ml cured iiicnts have drop¬ 
ped more than a million pound* in a 
year. T.gg stores and potatoes arc also 
very .hurt, 

Various methods have been propos¬ 
ed to atlain the d( sited end of u inux- 
inuim crop. One it tn refrain from re¬ 
cruiting Irom tin- farms as much a.

GROW MORE ACRES OF CORN 

AND GROW MORE CORN 
TO THE ACRE 

t IIy J. C. Pridmorc, Agronomist, ol 
Farm Service Bureau.) 

The Increased Interest in diversi¬ 
fied farming and the raising of live 
stock has given a big impetus t> corn 
production In Florida during th Inst 
few- years, Bo h the tut.l acreage and 
tile average yields have materially in- 
rreured. From 1006 10 IQIO the aver¬ 
age yield wax only ltd bushels per 
acre, while during the last five years 
the average yield was 14.7 bushels, 
During this time there has been an 
incT.-asc of approximately ioo.ooo 01 
acres These statements along with 
the lae that in instances, more '.ban 
too bi.yhrls per acr»* have hern made 
show the possibilities of corn produc¬ 
tion in this state. • 

At tile present time there is a worlj 
shortage oi grain. Recent reports 
from the Uni ed Slates Department of 
Agriculture indicate that the present 
wheat crop in this country will be not 
Ir*. than jo.ooo,ono bushels short 
The result of this is unusually high 
prices for May quotations on wheat 
were Immediately reported at $J 15 
per Itushcr. 

With the United Slates entering 
lie war with the shortage of gram, 
already there will he an unsatisfied 
demand for corn and .ill kinds of grain. 
The supply from th* surrlus produc¬ 
ing states will have to lie used III leed- 
ing ottr army and those • f the war¬ 
ring nations in Europe, The South, 
lormerty rottsumr*. of the surplus ol 
flic middle western states will, under 
these conditions, have to depend up 11 
i s own product! it. 

Since it is not yet ton late lu pi ml 
rorn in this slate it is therc ore esv'n- 
lial that the farmers give 1 due eonsid- 
ira'lop to the product!..11 of a suffici¬ 
ent sup.ly of corn for home consump¬ 
tion and. if possible, have some lo 
-pare. 

To H the inert profitable yields 
nf corn it i. curii ial that the prepar¬ 
ation of the land, fertilisation and cul¬ 
tivation I v given the Consideration that 


these m,liters deserve. The corn plant 
is a vigorous grower, but for l(.-*t de¬ 
velopment 0 should be ill land deeply 
broken and linrly pulverised. If there 
it a goo.) supply of hum yard manure 
or some green manure crop to be ditk- 
..I and plowed into the land to much 
the better The biggest yields call be 
ntadr in the most productive sons, 
hut at any rate it should he finely pul- 
vi rind previous to planting, 

I lie use of fertiliser 1 . supply the 
essential plant fo uls can not be over, 
looked. The Florida ex; erinient . a- 
tintt s ates that on the ordinary soil 
w can not use successfully more than 
auo to 600 p.iindt of ordinary fertili¬ 
ser. Whereas on well prepared toll, 
containing an alum.lance of humus, 
three time, this amount will not prove 
deleterious to Ihe corn, even during 
tile liryen weather that we are likely 
I., have. Such a lertlllser should car¬ 
ry from three per cent to four per 
Cent umtnnftiu. H or in tier cent phos¬ 
phoric add ami * per cent potash, if 
il can lx had, V 

Probably the best system to follow 
in Ihe use of fertilizer where more 
titan (ion pounds per acre will he ap¬ 
plied Is lo pul on abou; half of it in 
the drill, when (he l.n.-l is being pre¬ 
pared. Mid the Other half when the 
corn is around tS to 14 incites high. 

Tin- untilc varieties seem to be pre¬ 
ferable for some reasons. These are 
flinty in nature, dry early In the field 
without mildewing or moulding, and 
can he s orcil with less serious dam¬ 
age from insects. The yields, how¬ 
ever, may he less than front some of 
flic other varieties. Mosltyfa prolific 
and Hastings' Prolific, fur example, 
are goml yieldera, but grown under 
these condition, the grain is soft anq 
starchy and therefore subject to mou'rt 
end deray early in the year. I; could 
lie grown and used immed'ately. how¬ 
ever, to advantage. 

t'ultivafloti should he primarily for 
the eradication of weeds, and the for- 
nuttion of the dust mulch, for the con¬ 
servation of the soil moisture.

d riding cultivator is desirable and 
can he used profi ably where the soil 
is free of .tumps. 

With tile shortage of all grains and 
abnormally high prices (or these al¬ 
ready forecasted, and with the grow¬ 
ing demand for food crops, because 
of the crisis which cmifronts this 
country, it is t ic patriotic and busi- 
neis duty of every fanner in Florida 
to produce this year as much corn a> 
lie possibly can.
